Kow 
to correct "the trouble it is' necessary, 
in the first place, to get ia mmd'clc'arly' 
what we want; an,d, ia the next place, 
to get in mind clearly the tt>e,t.hod, by 
Which wo hope to obtain what we" want 


Wants the Square DeaL 


'What we want, ia what. I have, al- 


ready said—a. square deal 'in"the tariff 
as in everything'ejse; a square deal for 
employer, and 'a square "deal for' the 
employer, and a square oeai lor the 
general public. To obtain it, we must 
have a thoroughly efficient and well- 
equipped tariff commission. 


"The tariff ought to be a material 


issue, and not a moral issue; but. if, 
instead of a square deal, we get a 
crooked deal, then it becomes very, -em- 
phatically a moral issue. What we de- 
sire—when I say 'we' I am speaking of 
tbe American people—in a tariff is such 
a measure of protection as will equalize 
tlie cost of production here, and abroad; 
and as the cost of production is pri- 
marily labor cost, this means .primarily 
a tariff sufficient to make, up for the 
difference in labor cost here arid abroad. 
The American public wantB the Amer- 
icsn laboring man put on an equality 
with other citizens, so that" he shall 
have the ability to achieve the" Amer- 
ican standard of living and the ca- 
pacity to enjoy; and" to do' this, we 
must see that his wages are not lowered 
by improper competition with inferior 
wage workers abroad—with w»ge work- 
ers who ars paid poorly: and who live as 
no Americans are willing to live. But 
the American public' does not wish to 
see tho tariff so arranged as to benefit 
primarily a few wealthy men. 


Tariff Commission Best 


"As a means toward the attainment 


of the end In view, we have as yet de- 
vised nothing in any way so effective 
as s- tariff commission. There should 
bo a commission of well-paid experts, 
men who should not represent any spe- 
cial interest or industry; who should 
be masters of their subjects; men of 
the very highest character, who should 
approach the matter with absolute dis- 
regard of every outside consideration. 
I do not wsnt to these men of one 
party or another or of one trade or 
another; but experts, single-minded in 
finding 
out and telling the truth. 


These men should take up in succes- 
sion each subject with which the tariff 
deals and investigate tlic conditions of 
production here 
and 
abroad; 
they 


should find out the facts and not merely 
accept the statements as to the facts 
of interested parties, and they should 
rtport to congress on each subject as 
soon !>s 4he s'ubject has been covered. 
Then, action can be taken at once on 
tti.q. particular, . schedule • 


while the commission immediately pro- 
ceeds to investigate another. By these 
means log rolling, would be avoided, and 
each subject treated ou its merits, 
while there would be W such shock to 
general industry, as'is implied'ia the 
present custom of making sweeping 
changes ia tho whole 'tariff 'at once. 
Finally, it should be the duty of some 
governmental department or 'bureau to 
investigate the conditions in the vari- 
ous protected industries, and see that 
the laborers.' really "are getting 
the 


benefit of the tariff supposed to be enact- 
ed in" their interest And'if,' from an 
investigation of certain industry-, it ap- 
pears that the tariff,'supposed' to "be 
imposed for the benefit" of tho wage 
worker, results in such shape that the 
benefit does not "reach him, tie tariff 
on that industry should iw taken off. 
Moreover, to secure "good tceatkent 
abroad, we shquld keep tb,e maximum 
and minimum provision. 


Principle, Not Preferences. 


"There is bu£ little to add to what 


I have thus sa.id. 
We believe this 


country is committed to. the principle of 
the protective, tariff, treated honestly 
as a principle, and not as a'bundle of 
preferences, so that tho benefits ' and 
burdens may bo fairjy and evenly dis- 
trib,uted, _aud special privileges elimi- 
nated. We do no.t believe in any un- 
warranted profit for anybody, but wo 
do believe in a .standard of protection 
adequate to maintain the. high stand- 
ard of living of American citizens. The 
prime need in any future revision of 
the schedules, or in any future arrange- 
ment whatsover affecting the tariff is 
to protect the interest of the farmer 
and the wag« worker. 
There must be 


no alteration of the tariff which com- 
pels the farmer to bear the whole bur- 
den. The welfare of the man who lives 
by tilling the soil is vital to the wel- 
fare of the nation, and everything that 
can strengthen him in his social and 
industrial Jife should be done. The 
American farmer is willing to "bear his 
fair share of whatever is done, but he 
must not be asked to do more. In anv 
manufacturing or mining or similar in- 
terest the welfare of the wageworkcr 
should be the prime test of the work- 
ing of the tariff. We wish to see prosper- 
ity come to all our great industries, 
but unless tho prosperity gets down 
past the office, then it is not the right 
kind of prosperity; in other words, 
while the wngcworkcr is glad to have 
the employer get his full share of the 
prosperity, yet in return the wage- 
worker had the right to insist, and we 
insist for him, that a fair share of the 
prosperity gets down past the office to 
be distributed among the men who 
work with their hands."

and paroling me, has not been quite un 
expected, still T had built no great ex 
pectations of my release. To one in ray 
situation building caatles in the air is 
a. rather unhealthy occupation; they are 
so prone to come crashing down about 
one's ears; so I gave up that practice 
many years ago, making up my mind to 
meet both good and evil fortune •with 
perfect equanimity. Without the slight 
eat desire for it, much notoriety has come 
my way in the past, and the things saic 
and written about me were usually a 


1 mixture of fact and fancy. Because 
? case had somewhat unusual and peculiar 


features all sorts of constructions were 
placed upon them, and me to explaii 
the why and wherefore of my action, but 
never the right one, for that was far too 
nimple and obvious.

LAKE~OF BOILING WATER. 


Vessels Bring Report of Hot Area Cov- 


ering Almost Mile of Sea. 


Galveston, Tesas, March 29.—A lake 
f boiling water in the gulf of Mexico is 


reported -by 
vessels 
having 
passed 


ihrough and around the strange phe- 
nomenon at a point in the •western gulf 
about 240 miles south by east of the 
Texas coast. 


The area of the hot water was va 


riously given as ranging from a half 
mile to a mile in circumference, and 
seamen claim it is unquestionably due 
io a -volcanic eruption on the bottom of 
the sea, as the water appears to be 
greatly agitated in 'Several places with- 
in the hot'lake.
